Secretary Wilbur 


(From t.ihe Manchester Union) 


While the selection of Chief Justice 


Curtis D. Wilbur, of the _ Supreme 
Court of California to succeed Secre- 
tary of the Navy Denby results primar- 
ily from confidence in his qualifica- 
tions to deal with legal and adminis- 
trative questions made especially ur- 
gent by the existing situation, the navy 
itself can take (-ncouragement from the 
fact that the new secretary comes to 
his post, possessed of the advantages of 
service training and acquaintance with 
naval affairs. 


Judge Wilbur is a graduate from the 


Naval Academy at Annapolis. Kc has 
said that this circumstance greatly af- 
fected his acceptance of the nomina- 
tion as eecretary-because he felt it to 
be a call of duty and an opportunity to 
make return for his years at the acad- 
emy. .It is too much to suppose that he 
has been given opportunity by his ca- 
reer in the judiciary to keep in doss 
and. intimate touch with naval inter- 
ests, but he will take up his task in 
^Washington with;the help of an un- 
common degree o£ - preparation 
for 


handling many of the issues involved 
in-direction of the fleet and -its per- 
sonnel-. Nor, in view of the increased 
importance 6f the Pacific in" the navys 
"activities'Is it likely, to .be unheeded by.

Two more are in little better condition. 
The older ships need modernization to 
put them on an equality with British 
and Japanese vessels of -their class. 
There is a-woeful shortage of cruisers, 
airplane carriers and 
effective sub- 


marines. 
Appropriations have 
been 


cut so deeply that efficiency has suf- 
fered. For practical purposes we are 
falling far short of-our proper strength 
under the terms of the 5-5-3 ratio. As 
the Union has said, it is a man-size job 
which lies before the secretary of the 
navy; for it carries with it the'task, of 
dealing with a Congress in which 
recognition of the needs of'national de- 
fense, either by land or sea, is difficult 
to'obtain against the handicaps of in- 
difference, sectional prejudice and busy 
pacifist propaganda. 


The new secretary 
has a distin- 


guished record of success in his pro- 
fession,' He has held many positions 
of honor and trust, has been deeply in- 
terested in the foundation and develop- 
ment of the California system; of ju- 
venile courts, and has been state 
chairman of the Xear_ East Relief 
fund. . He was made a judge of the. 
Superior Court in 1903, and was ad-, 
v'anced to..the Supreme Court in 1519.

Labor Problem in Drama 


In New York, center of "legitimate" drama, theri 


known as the Actors' Equity Association, which 
making trouble for the producers. The association contains a 
big majority of the available actors. It insists on making its 
own terms, after the manner of any strong labor union. 


The producers find that extremely objectionable, though 


" most of them yield perforce to the actors' demands. They in- 
/ sist that unionism has no place in art, and that arrangements 


between the producers, and players should be left to individ- 
ual bargaining.The actors merely laugh at that, saying the pro- 
ducers abused their power when they had things their own 
way and the actors have to defend themselves. 


Across the continent, in Los Angeles, center of the movie 


drama there is an opposite, situation. The actors, until lately, 
had things pretty much "their own way without.a union. At 
least, the stars did. As a result the players- in most demand held 
up the producers for fabulous salaries, refusing to make long- 


^ time contracts and forcing contractors to 'bid against each 
* other for their services. They also insisted, on dictating- what 


they should play and how they should play it. The producers, 
resenting all that, have now united in a "gentlemen's agree- 
ment," eliminating their competitive bidding,'forcing down 
the big salaries and bringing the actors generally to their own 
. terms. -All of which the movie actors find extremely objec- 
. tionable. 


The contrast makes an interesting study, suggesting how 


much alike theatrical producers and players are, at bottom. It 
also suggests similar reflections about the union .problem in 
general as applied to employers and employees not only in 
war but in industry.

Christ used more than human power; 


It is not a 
question whether the 


miraculous element is a help to us or 
a burden, nowadays 
It is a question, 


first of the. evidence, and second of the 
possibility of miracle-in the 
Ufa 
of 


Jesus, Jesus rather depreciated than 
exploited .his'powers in.contrast with 
his purposes, and yet, unavoidably 
doing these deeds, he claimed them as 
evidence that he was-from God. 


Nor can they be left out of the pic- 


ture of Jesus. "Do so-ar.d the picture 
crumbles—there is no Jesus 
left. 


Consequently all critics agree that to 
the disciples at; any rate the miracles 
we're plain and indubiable facts, as re- 
lated. Such as Jesus is described, so 
he moved among men. ' The gospel 
tradition tells what they saw, as they 
.saw it." The omission 
by _ Matthew 


and Luke, in copying, of certain de- 
tails in Mark 2, for . example, shows 
they weren't hunting for 
proof 
but 


passing on facts, to the confusion of 
Strauss, who supposed'Mark followed 
and embellished Luke and Lnke Mat- 
thew. 
• 
• * . 
- Quoting from Euseblus (,313 A. D.) 
the speaker read a letter from -the 
public records at Edessa 
beginning, 


"Agbarus,. prince of 
Edessa, 
sends 


greeting to Jesus, the excellent Sa- 
viour," and ascribing to him by_com- 
mon report the healing of blind, lame, 
the leper, "and thou raisest the dead." 


Now whether Agbarus really did 


send such a. letter asking help is not 
the point, but that its place in the 
records as found' and translated, "lit- 
erally" as he says, by Eusebius, shows 
how widespread and permanent was 
the impression of the mighty works of 
Jesus. From the same book was read 
a quotation from Quadratus writing to 
the. emperor "Adrian and " saying of 
those that had been healed and raised 
from the dead: "They remained" liv- 
ing a long time, not only whilst our 
Lord.was on earth, but likewise when 
he had left the earth. So that some 
of them have also lived to our own 
times." Here again the evidence is of 
a common state of mind which had 
never seen Jesus apart from his mira- 
cles . 


"It will be impossible therefore to go 


back and by the canons of history cut 
out the miracles from the life of Jesus. 
If miracle ever happened, he performed 
them. If miracles could happen, _we 
could ask no better history, in princi- 
ple than we have, 
and 
if miracle 


could not happen, still our history 
stands as-wha't appeared to happen, 
and most unfortunately so."
